Answering  the  above  categorically, 
would  say : 

1.  Upon  all  question  affecting  the  pub¬ 
lic  weal. 

In  voting  upon  Constitutional  Amend¬ 
ments,  the  matter  of  “extent"  of  “divers¬ 
ity"  has  never  been  brought  into  question. 
If  not  in  the  voting  of  “organic"  Ikw  why 
then  in  the  “statutory"?  It  Is  the, statu, 
lory  which  acts,  which  hurts  or  benefits, 
which  robs  or  protects,  which  limits  or 
extends  within  “organic"  lines.  The  real 
every  day  commercial,  social  and  industrial 
conduct  is  subject  to  the  espionage  of  the 
“statutory"  rather  than  the  “organic"  rule 
of  action.  In  that  sense  then  the  submis¬ 
sion  of  our  statute  laws  to  a  direct  vote  of 
citizenship  at  the  ballot-box  is  even  more 
essential  than  the  submission  of  the  Con¬ 
stitutional  Amendments.  The  one  is  but 
a  rule  of  action.  The  other  circumscribes 
action  itself,  denoting  the  penalty  for

ily  it  involves  a  mere  extension  of  the 
methods  of  voting  constitutional  law,  to 
that  of  the  statutory.  This  can  be  done  in 
State  and  Nation.  Ultimately,  it  should 
extend  the  right  to  introduce  a  bill  to  any 
considerable  group  of  citizens  who  may 
deem  the  enactment  of  such  bill  into  law  a 
matter  of  importance.  To-day  only  the 
citizen  holding  a  certificate  of  election  to 
the  legislature,  whether  State  or  National, 
has  the  undisputed  right  to  introduce  to 
the  law-making  body  of  which  he  is  a  mem* 
ber  a  proposition  of  law.  It  should  also 
extend  the  privilege  of  reference  to  the 
whole  citizenship,  rather  than  merely  to 
the  body  in  which  the  bill  9riginated,  or  to 
the  whims  and  caprices  of  a  single  man 
acting  in  capacity  of  Mayor,  or  Governor, 
r  President. 

4.  The  economy  woulfj  be  great.  The 
indirect  cost  to  the  peoplp  of  our  present 
system  is  beyond  scientific  computation. 
All  will  agree,  it  is  enormous.  Assuming 
that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  spends  an-

How¬ 
ever,  I  would  be  willing  to  see  the  Swiss 
method  prevail,  which  is  to  refer  new  and 
additional  appropriations  only  to  a  vote  of 
the  people,  allowing  the  previous  budget 
to  stand  unless  challenged  item  by  item 
through  the  Initiative  process.
